HOLLY LEAVES (make three) 

Using 3.25mm needles and yarn 
C, cast on three sts 

NOTE: beg at tip of leaf 

□ Row 1: kfb, kl, kfb. Five sts 

□ Row 2; k2, pi, k2 

□ Row 3: kfb, k to last st, kfb. 
Seven sts 

□ Row 4: k3, pi, k3 

□ Row 5; cast off two sts, k to end. 
Five sts 

□ Row 6; cast off two sts, (one st 
on RH needle), pi, kl. Three sts 

□ Rep Rows 1-6 once more 

□ Next row; k2tog, kl, pass first st 
over second st and off needle. One st 

□ Fasten off 

To make up 

Sew side seam, adding stuffing as 
you sew until Pudding is plump. 
Sew running stitch around cast-on 
edge, pull tight to gather. Secure 
end. Stitch Holly leaves to centre 
top of Pudding, then sew pompom 
to centre of leaves using red sewing 
thread. Use a 15cm length of 
sewing thread to make a hanging 
loop. Thread loop up through 
centre of pompom and secure LK

□ Row 6: as Row 4. 45 sts 

□ Row 8; k5, kfb, (klO, kfb) three 
times, k6. 49 sts 

□ Rows 9-17: beg with a p row, 
work in st st 

NOTE: letter foil instruction 
indicates correct yarn shade 

□ Row 18: k2 A, (k2 B, k5 A) six 
times, k2 B, k3 A 

□ Row 19: p3 A, (p2 B, p5 A) six 
times, p2 B, p2 A 

□ Row 20: kl A, (k4 B, k3 A) six 
times, k4 B, k2 A 

□ Row 21; p2 A, (p4 B, p3 A) six 
times, p4 B, pi A 

□ Row 22: (k6 B, kl A) seven times 

□ Row 23: (pi A, p6 B) seven times 
Cut yarn A and cont in yarn B only 

□ Rows 24-25: beg with a k row, 
work in st st 

□ Row 26: (k2, k2tog) to last st, kl. 
37 sts 

□ Row 27; p 

□ Row 28: (kl, k2tog) to last st, 
kl. 25 sts 

□ Row 29; p 

□ Row 30: (k2tog) to last st, kl. 13 sts 

□ Cut yarn leaving a long tail end, 
thread through rem sts, pull tight 
and fasten off

A lot of people 
assume that knitting 
is a solitary activity, 
but this could not be 
further from the 
truth. There is one 
thing that we knitters 
like to do almost as 
much as knitting... talk 
about knitting! The community is 
generous and welcoming; I have 
met some amazing people as a 
result of being part of it. Your 
knitting community might be a 
select few friends, your local knit 
and natter group, or an eclectic mix 
of knitters from all over the world 
who you talk to online. 

Ravelry 

If you feel that you’d like to get 
more involved in the knitting 
community, then Ravelry is a place 
to start. It can be confusing at first, 
but just think of it as a massive 
knitting and crochet database 
where the vast majority of yarns, 
patterns, designers, knitters, and 
crocheters are listed. These 
elements are all magically linked so 
you can record your projects and 
find new ones easily. You can also 
record your stash and pattern 
books, and join groups and forums 
to chat. If you are finding Ravelry 
confusing check out their 
“Getting Started” section for 
some helpful tutorials. 




‘Alongs 

Once you have found 
your way around 
Ravelry, consider 
joining a knitalong or 
crochetalong as this 
is a great way to 
meet people online and 
perhaps tackle a challenging new 
project. Usually, alongs are based 
in groups and forums so there’s 
lots of chat. Keep an eye out for 
mystery knitalongs (MKALs); they 
are lots of fun because you do not 
know what the finished item is 
going to look like! 

Fabulous Fair Isle 

At the moment I am most excited 
about the “My Favourite Things 
Knitalong”. The pattern is by Jill 
McGee and it is a fab Fair Isle 
infinity scarf. It is knitted in a tube 
and the ends are grafted together. 
Jill gives you the basics to get you 
started and then it is your choice 
which motifs are included; that way, 
everyone’s scarf is different. Find 
out more at imakegsy.com. 

Knitting is more than just making 
things with yarn - it’s about people 
and it’s about friendships.

The jolly red shade makes a 
perfect backdrop for the snowman motif and 
using bobbles for the buttons is a clever way of 
adding texture.

Eyelash yarn - also known 
as Fun Fur - adds texture 
to knitted projects like 
toys and fashion garments.

Use mattress 
stitch or backstitch to sew row- 
ends of stocking stitch section to 
form back of heel. Cut two 50cm 
lengths of satin ribbon and thread 
one through eyelet holes on 
each slipper LK 



Fa^icy footwork? 

These slippers are made in 
one piece. The garter 
stitch rows form the sole, 
you then change to 
stocking stitch and yarn B. 
On your decrease rows, 
the ten stitches between 
the decreases form the 
top of the slipper. By 
decreasing either side of 
this, you are shaping the 
gusset and drawing the 
work up. The cast off row 
will give a picot edge and 
this will become the ankle.

Adrienne Chandler catches up with 
knitting designer, entrepreneur and 
soon-to-be-published author, 

Libby Summers 




Small beginnnings 

When seven year-old Libby 
Summers wanted new outfits for 
her dolls and bears, the answer was 
simple: she had to learn to knit. 
Taught by her mum, Libby 
persevered until she was able to 
create complete wardrobes of 
clothes for her toys. “My mum had 
a whole load of doll patterns, which 
I used to knit from and that was 
where I learnt so much about 
garment construction,” she 
explains. “I kept knitting through 
my teenage years; it wasn’t very 
cool, so I didn’t let my friends know 
about it! I wore my knitted 
garments at university but didn’t 
shout that they were handmade. I 
only came out of the closet in my 
thirties when it started to become 
acceptable and it was more 
popular to make your own clothes.” 
It was a lack of suitable 
children’s clothes that persuaded 
Libby to try her hand at 
designing. “When my children 
were toddlers, I had an idea in 
my head of what I wanted to 
dress them in, but couldn’t find it 
in a shop,” she reveals. “I’d 
knitted so many things by then 
that I understood how the 
different styles of jumper 
worked. I just made it up, but I 
didn’t really appreciate the 
maths involved!” 

Local heroes 

During a rainy holiday on the Isle 
of Mull - after buying a rather 
large quantity of yarn - Libby 
had her first taste of business 



success. “It was too wet to go out 
so I started knitting bags,” she 
says. “I went back to the yarn 
shop to see if they might be 
interested in selling them. They 
loved my bags and sold the lot!” 

Back home in rural Surrey, she 
found a wave of entrepreneurial 
activity sweeping through her 
local area. “I was so inspired by 
the other women in the village,” 
says Libby. “Several of them had 
started their own business doing 
things they loved: one lady was 
making handmade soaps and 
another sold her bread to a farm 
shop. My knitting group was run 
by Gillian Harris, now of Gillian 
Gladrag, and she was running 
felting workshops from her 
garden. They were all using their 
craft to make money, so I 
thought, why don’t I turn my 
knitting into a business?” 

Fleece & fibres 

Libby began by selling her 
finished handknits and even 
secured a contract with John 
Lewis for knitted hot water 
bottles. It was during this time 
that she developed a relationship 
with Artesano, the company that 
would help her make her name in 
pattern design. “I realised I 
needed to diversify and asked 
Artesano how I would go about 
designing,” Libby says. “I taught 
myself how to do all the maths 
and sizing, pitched them some 
ideas and it went from there! 

“When I decided I wanted to 
do this full time, I realised I

I Your tension is the starting point for yonr 
design, it really does matter.

needed more than just knitting 
patterns to make a living. I was a 
part-time violin teacher at the 
time and felt torn in two. I had 
very specific ideas about what 
yarn I wanted to knit and design 
with, and wanted to develop 
my own brand.” 

Through a friend in Peru, Libby 
was able to source her pure wool 
and alpaca blend yarns, and has a 
fabulous range of accessory and 
homewares kits and patterns to 
support them. 

While showcasing her new 
collections at last year’s Knitting & 
Stitching Show at Alexandra 
Palace, London, Libby was 
approached by Arcturus 
Publishing about writing a book. 
“My first book ‘Anyone Can Knit’ 
comes out soon!” she announces. 

Part of the ‘Anyone Can...’ 
series, it contains step-by-step 
photographs for a whole host of 
techniques and l 8 projects to have 
a go at. “It was quite a challenge 
as I’m usually quite a creative 
person in terms of how I plan my 
day, but I had to be absolutely 
focused and wrote a strict plan for 
myself. It’s still a bit unreal. Some 
people spend ages trying to 
publish a book, but mine fell right 
in my lap - I feel so lucky!” 

Making plans 

Earlier this year, Libby teamed 
up with friends and fellow 
designers Joanne Scrace and 
Kat Goldin to run Knit Camp, an 
online teaching course 
demonstrating a range of skills. 
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with special patterns to support 
the workshops. “It went really 
well!” she says. “We had loads of 
people following the tutorials on 
Kat’s blog and sold lots of kits for 
the projects. The Knit Camp 
Facebook group is still going 
strong, too!” 

As well as expanding her own 
business, Libby has also found 
time to design for charitable 
causes. “I’ve previously knitted 
for Breast Cancer UK’s 
Strawberry Tea Parties, and last 
year I learnt about Prostate 
Cancer UK’s Tea for Victory 
campaign. I designed some 
teacosies and sold them as 
patterns and kits. I held a public 
event in August and together 
with the people of Stamford, we 
raised £400!” 

With the new book due for 
release in November, Libby has a 
busy few months ahead. “I’m 
going to be offering some 
Anyone Can Knit workshops to 
tie in with the book,” she says. “I 
love travelling, particularly in the 
UK, and it’s great meeting all the 
different yarn shop owners. I 
have some new kits and colours 
coming out in my existing yarn 
range and am planning on selling 
to more knitting shops. I’m also 
looking to launch something new 
in the spring but I’m not going to 
tell you what it is yet!”

SIMPLE EYELET 
BUTTONHOLE 

This is the quickest and easiest 
buttonhole to work and is 
achieved by making an eyelet. 

Step 1: knit to where you want the 
buttonhole, bring the yarn to the 
front of the work between the tips 
of the needle, now take it over the 
barrel of the right-hand (RH) 
needle to make an extra stitch. 




VERTICAL 

BUTTONHOLE 

This method requires you to 
wind a smaller bobbin of your 
yarn. Use the same yarn as in 
your main project, we have 
used a contrasting colour for 
illustrative purpose only. 

Step 1: work to two rows below 
where you want buttonhole, on 
the next row, k to the buttonhole 
position and change to your 
bobbin of yarn, twisting the old 
ball and new together to avoid 
a hole. 

Step 2: on the following wrong 
side (WS) row, use the new ball to 
purl to the join, again twist yarns 
and continue using the original 
ball to the end of the row. 

Step 3: on the next row, knit 
to the join but do not twist the 
yarns, just pick up the yarn from 
the bobbin and use it to knit the 
remaining stitches. 

Step 4: on the WS row, use the 
bobbin of yarn to purl to the join. 
Pick up the original ball of yarn, 
without twisting the yarns. 

Work two more rows, twisting 
the yarns to avoid a hole, then 
cut the yarn from the bobbin 
and continue in the original 
yarn only. 
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TWO-ROW 

BUTTONHOLE 

(also known as the cast- 
off method) 

This is another simple technique, 
which is often used for creating 
wider buttonholes. 

Step 1: knit to where you want the 
buttonhole then cast off the next 
three stitches, or however many 
are instructed in your pattern, 
then knit to the end of the row. 
Step 2: purl to the gap you created 
when you cast-off on the previous 
row, now turn the work. 

Inserting the RH needle between 
the first two stitches on your LH 
needle, cable cast on the same 
number of stitches that were cast 
off, turn the work again, then purl 
to the end of the row. 





ONE-ROW BUTTONHOLE 



This is a slightly more 
involved technique, but 
produces a really neat and 
strong buttonhole. 

Step 1: knit to where the 
buttonhole starts, bring the 
yarn to the front of the work 
between the needles and slip 
the next stitch purlwise. 

Step 2: return the yarn to the 



back of the work between the 
needles, * slip the next stitch 
purlwise, then pass the first 
slipped stitch over the second 
and off the needle *, rep from * 
to * until the buttonhole is the 
desired width, you will have one 
stitch on your RH needle, return 
this stitch to the LH needle. 
Step 3: turn your work so the 
WS is facing and cable cast on 



the same number of stitches 
as you cast off, cable cast on 
one more stitch, but do not 
place it on the LH needle. 
Move the yarn between the 
needles once again and turn 
your work. 

Step 4: keeping the last cast- 
on stitch on your LH needle, 
knit this and the next stitch 
on the LH needle together to 
finish the buttonhole.

SEWING ON A 

RUTTON 



Stitching on a button is one of 
those essential skills, but as 
knitted fabric is thicker than 
sewing material, the buttons 
on your knitting should be 
attached in a slightly 
different way. 

Step 1: thread your sewing 
needle with cotton and knot 
to make a loop. Pass the 
needle around one whole 
knitted stitch (this is 
indicated by a v-shape in your 
work), then insert it through 
the loop of cotton, pulling 
tight to secure. 




Step 2: thread the yarn 
through your button but 
do not pull it tight. Repeat 
Step 2 several times, working 
through all the holes in 
your button. 




Step 3: bring the needle up 
through the fabric but do not 
go through the button. Wrap 
the needle around the loops 
of thread that are securing 
the button to create a shank. 




Step 4: thread all the ends 
back through the fabric and 
tie off.

TENSION HEADACHE 

It's really important to knit tension square 
before you begin a project. Not 
everybody knits the same way - some 
knit more tightly than others - and this 
will affect how the stitch pattern looks 
and the finished size of the item. Tension 
squares are usually presented like this: 

22 sts X 30 rows 
lOcm X lOcm 
stocking stitch 
4mm needles 

To knit your tension square, cast on the 
instructed number of stitches, in this case 
22 , plus five more. Then, using the needle 
size and same stitch pattern given, work 
the instructed number of rows, plus five 
more. Using a ruler and taking your 
measurements from the centre of the 
square, count the number of stitches 
and number of rows over a lOcm square. 
If you have more than you should do, it 
means your knitting is a little tight and 
you may need to use larger needles. 
Similarly, if you have fewer stitches 
and rows, use smaller needles to get 
the correct tension.

AT A LOOSE END? 

Follow these steps for weaving in any 
tails of yarn: 

1. Thread the yarn on to a tapestry 
needle and work with the WS of the 
project facing upwards. 

2 . Insert the needle under the loop of 
each stitch, and draw it through. Work it 



up and down the loops of the stitches 
for 8cnn. An alternative method is to 
weave through the back of the stitch, 
splitting the strand of yarn as you sew. 
3 * Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 
NOTE: In colourwork, weave the yarn 
tails into the matching colour section. 



SUBSTITUTION 

There are many reasons to want 
to substitute the yarn given in a 
project, from price to colour selection, 
but there are some important points 
to remember. 

■ Choose a yarn with a similar tension 
to the suggested yarn. Match the 
tension given on the ball band of the 
yarns, as the pattern may use a 
different stitch. Remember to do a 
tension square in the new yarn before 
you begin. 

■ Consider the fibre content of the 
yarn and how this might affect the 
finished project. For example, cotton 
yarn will knit up very differently to a 
wool yarn. 




■ Don't forget to check the care 
instructions of your new yarn. Not all 
yarns are machine washable. 

■ Look at the meterage of the new 
yarn, rather than the weight of the 
ball. Not all 50g balls have the same 
meterage and you don't want to 
run short when nearing the end of 
your project. 



ON THE BLOCKS 

Blocking is the process of stretching 
and shaping your finished items to 
create the correct dimensions from 
the pattern and even out your 
stitches. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to be joined fit 
well together. There are a few 
different ways to achieve this, 
so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most 
suitable option. 

Wet blocking: dampen the pieces 
so that they are wet through and 
gently squeeze out the excess 
water. Lay out the pieces and pin 
them to the correct measurements. 



then leave them to dry. For 
delicate fibres and lace projects, 
you can just spritz the pieces with 
a water spray, rather than 
submerging them fully. 

Steaming: lay a damp cloth over your 
work and gently iron over the top - 
do not iron directly on to your 
knitting. Continue to iron until the 
cloth is dry. Another option is to 
gently hover over your work with the 
iron and apply steam until the knitting 
relaxes, this is good for delicate 
projects and textured stitches. 

Pin to the desired measurements 
and allow to set.

KNIT STITCH 




I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top stitch 
on the left needle. The right hand needle should sit 
behind the left hand one. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the tip of the right hand needle. 




2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of the 

wrapped yarn through the original stitch to create a 
new one on the right hand needle. Slide the original stitch 
off the left hand needle. Repeat from step one. You are 
now knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with other 
stitches to create hundreds of different stitch patterns.

MAKING A SLIP KNOT 



1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, wrap it 
twice around your left index and middle fingers, 
with the second loop closer to the base of the fingers. 
With the backs of the fingers uppermost, insert the 
tip of the needle beneath the first loop and over the 
second, and pull the second loop under the first. 



2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug on 
both ends of yarn to tighten the slip knot 
around the needle. 



GRAFT THE TOE 




Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive this. 

It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the stitches 
on the needle. Hold the two needles with the remaining 
stitches parallel. The loose end of yarn should be coming 
from the back needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and insert 
it purlwise into the first stitch on the needle closest 
to you. Pull the yarn through but leave the stitch on 
the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2, repeat 
steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have been grafted. 
Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into the first stitch 
on the front needle and slide the stitch off. Before you 
pull the yarn through this stitch insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the front needle 
purlwise and pull the yarn through, this time leaving 
the stitch on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the first 
stitch on the back needle and slide it off. Before 
pulling the yarn through this stitch, insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the back needle 
knitwise and pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle.

CABLE CAST ON 





1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, pulling it 
taut (but not too tight). Carefully insert the right 
needle into the knot from front to back, passing under 
the left hand needle. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the point of the right needle. 



2 Pull the loop that forms back through the original 
stitch (knot) and insert the tip of the left hand 
needle into the new stitch from underneath to transfer 
it from the right hand to the left hand needle. There 
should now be two stitches on the left hand needle. 



Insert the right needle between the two stitches 
on the left needle and wrap the yarn around the 
needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this loop through to 
make a stitch and slip it up and onto the left needle. 
Repeat this creating a new loop behind the last stitch 
and passing it left needle in front of the previous one. 



BACK STITCH 




I Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right sides 
together. Thread the loose end of yarn onto a 
tapestry needle. Start by stitching the two outer edges 
together, then bring the needle through the two pieces 
icm from back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 




2 Push the needle back through at the position 
where the yarn emerged from the previous 
stitch. Return it to the front of the work, approx icm 
ahead of the stitch just made. Repeat this until the 
whole join is complete, working in a straight line. 



JOINING CAST OFF EDGES 




I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up and 
with the cast off edges touching. Thread a tapestry 
needle with the loose yarn and push this through the 
centre of the first stitch, and then in and out through 
the centres of two stitches on the opposite side. 




2 Take the needle over to the first side 

and insert where it previously exited, bringing 
it out through the centre of the next stitch. Repeat 
this process alternating sides and stitching single 
stitches until the pieces are joined. 



BEGINNING A SEAM 




I With the pieces placed next to each other with right 
side upwards, thread the yarn tail through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front to 
back. Then, take the needle behind the first stitch on the 
second piece from the back of the work to the front. The 
yarn will form a figure 8. Tug gently to secure. 



MATTRESS STITCH 




I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to each 
other, hook the horizontal bar of the first stitch with 
the tapestry needle. Move to the other piece and hook 
the first horizontal bar of the stitch on that side.

What is the history behind the McAree Brothers stores? 

McAree Brothers was founded in 1878 by three brothers, 
including my great-grandfather. When I took over the business it 
was a general department store in Stirling. I knew that we needed 
to specialise and I became fascinated by the knitting yarns. 

Now we sell knitting yarns and haberdashery from three stores 
across Scotland. 

When and why did you decide to open the online store? 

We were one of the earliest yarn shops on the internet. I wasn t 
sure if people would buy yarn online as they can t feel it and the 
colours don t reproduce well on computer screens. But we gave it 
a go and immediately people started buying from us. We are now 
one of the largest online stores! 

How important is the online side of the business? 

Over 50% of our business is online. We sell to customers all over 
the world including Japan, Australia and USA. 

Can you do things online that you couldn’t in store? 

It is so easy on the internet to tell people about new products that 
have come in, and we love interacting with our customers on our 
Facebook, Twitter, and Ravelry pages. People often send us 
pictures of their finished garments. It is really nice to see how the 
yarn is used. 

What do you look for when selecting your products? 

We look for quality yarns in amazing colours. We also like to stock 
British yarns and we have a number in our stores, including Rowan 
British Sheep Breeds and Jamieson & Smith Shetland wool. 

Which new yarn are you most excited about 
this season? 

The Wendy Ramsdale DK is born, bred and spun in 
Yorksh ire. It comes in lovely colours and they have 
some classic designs to go with it! 

What do you have coming up in the future?

PEOPLE I LAST WORD 



Starting to knit just 
seemed like a natural 
thing to do 

We've been chatting with Sarah Hatton about Christmas 
knits, future projects and her career in designing. 



H aving been in the industry now for over ten years, Sarah Hatton knows a thing or two 
about woollen fashion. She's worked with some big names in the past, including Sirdar, 
Sublime and Patons, and has produced several pattern books, including her lO Simple 
Projects series which covers everything from baby knits to cosy winter warmers. The latest 
addition to her vast library is her collaboration with fellow designer Martin Storey for Rowan's 
wilderness-inspired Knitting and Crochet Magazine 56. 



I started knitting when I was around five 
years old. I grew up in a very crafty 
family and it just seemed like a 
natural thing to do! As a kid, I 
always wanted to be a fashion 
designer, much to the horror of my 
younger sister who had to spend 
hours as a model having fabric 
pinned to her. 

I wish I knew where the inspiration 
for my patterns and books comes 
from! Sometimes the yarn will lead 
you in a certain direction, but 
other times inspiration can take a 
while to come. Magazines and 
people watching always helps! 

I have been really lucky to have 
worked with some phenomenal 
designers in the past. I have 
collaborated with the likes of 
Martin Storey, and I am really taken 
with his Roan design from Rowan 
Magazine 56 - it's not something I 
would normally pick, but I think it's 
stunning! 

My stash is, at the moment, surprisingly 
organised, but who knows how long that 
will last! I've had to find some room for 
the new Rowan Finest 4ply, as it's slowly 
becoming my dream yarn. 

I often have the problem of owning a 
really lovely yarn and feeling that it 
deserves the perfect project. I then 
think I've found such a project and 
start knitting, before pulling back as it isn't 
quite perfect enough. I always have more 
projects on the go than I need! At the 
moment, I am making two cardigans and 
have a toy on the needles, too. 



Currently I am making a new brochure with 
Rowan that will be launched in October. 

After that I have a pile of 
design to do for next year 

- not to mention The 
Handmade Fair and The 
Knitting and Stitching Show 

- so it's pretty busy at the 
moment! 

I start with a grand plan to 
knit lots of Christmas gifts 
but always run out of time! 

September to November is 
probably the busiest time of 
year for me, so there sadly 
isn't much time for my own 
knitting. I own some small 
knitted stockings to hang 
on the Christmas tree, and 
I also starch vintage 
crochet doilies to place on 
the wall or windows as 
snowflakes. 

T rust and have 
confidence in 
yourself. Through 
my teaching the 
biggest thing I have 
learnt is that all 
knitters are filled with 
a self-doubt - they 
think that everyone 
knows more than they 
do, but most of the time 
this is just not true.
